The Dream 

Success Center : 
officially opened 

to undocumented 
students.

A big red ribbon unfurled in front 
of the door to a “beacon of light” for 
undocumented students at California 
State University, Long Beach. 

On Monday, CSULB held an open 
house for the new Dream Success 
Center that financially, academically 
and emotionally helps undocument- 
ed students attending CSULB. 

Over 100 people attended the 
Dream Success Center's open house. 
This marked the fourth center to open 
in the California State University sys- 
tem, joining Fullerton, Northridge 
and Los Angeles. 

Elizabeth Zambrano, a senior En- 
glish major and the vice president of 
Future Underrepresented Educated 
Leaders, said that the opening of a 
dream center on campus was a long 
and challenging process. 

“Someone told us while our en- 
deavors were commendable, we were 
too early in the movement; Zambra- 
no said. “And that CSULB still needed 
time to learn and support undocu- 
mented students.” 

Rafael Topete, the director of col- 
lege assistance migrant program and 
the Dream Success Center,. said he be- 
lieves that the opening of the dream 
center is a big step forward for the uni- 
versity. He said there are about 700 un- 
documented students at CSULB.

“All we are looking to do is close the 
opportunity gap,” Topete said. “We have 
students who are ready to succeed here, 
and through the use of resources that 
we will provide, information and refer- 
rals, it will give them the tools to better 


succeed here.” 

Zambrano spoke during the open 
house about how finding the space, re- 
sources and funds to operate the facility 
were huge roadblocks for the center. She 
said that the Dream Success Center is a 


beacon of light for the undocumented 
students, because the center- provides a 
place for students to visit without wor- 
rying that they will be judged 

“The center is a welcoming phys- 
ical space that students can go to for 


resources, but most of all, it provides 
a safe place that you can come to the , 
center and not worry that your un-

Student bicyclists can roll on over 
to the Dero Fixit Station near the Stu- 
dent Recreation and Wellness Center on 
Wednesday for a free bike consultation. 

The Parking Administration at Cali- 
fornia State University, Long Beach hosts 


safety sessions every second Wednesday 


of each month between 11 a.m. and 1 
p.m. with mechanics from Jax Bicycle 


The most common problem over- 
looked by students is riding without 
proper tire pressure, David Hanson, the 
sales manager at Jax, said. 

“Theyre not inflating them to the 
proper PSI? Hanson said. “It’s written on 
the side of the tires. There's not a generic 
tire pressure that there would be for every 
bicycle” 

Other things to watch for include 
making sure the bicycle’s chains are well 
oiled and that bolts are tightened with a 
torque wrench to the manufacturer's re- 
quirement at least once a month, accord- 
ing to Bicycling.com. 

Two other bicycle repair posts are set 
up on campus next to the student dor- 
mitories at Parkside College and Hillside 
College. 

The Fixit stations are equipped with 
tools to fix the most basic bike proce- 
dures, like an air pump for deflated tires

and wrenches to check those loose nuts 
and bolts. There is also a QR code for stu- 
dents to scan if they need instructions, 
Elissa Thomas, the CSULB sustainable 
transportation program coordinator, said. 

“This [workshop] is being held at 
CSULB in order to provide a convenient 


service to our students,” Thomas said. 
Thomas said that the sustainable 
transportation program also offers a free 
traffic skills class to help cyclists safely 
ride the city streets. CSULB added bike 
lanes on West Campus Dr., Beach Dr. and 
East Campus Dr. to “make our campus

roadways safer and more inclusive of cy- 
clists,” Thomas said. 

Jax Bicycle Center offers complemen- 
tary safety inspections and classes at their 
Long Beach store location on things like 
how to fix a flat tire and ee main- 
tain a bicycle.

Republicans send letter warning Iran on nuclear deal 


WASHINGTON - Republican critics 
of President Barack Obama’s efforts to 
reach a nuclear agreement with Iran 
are warning the Islamic nation’s lead- 
ers that Congress stands ready to reject 
any deal, an unusual step that Demo- 
crats and the White House labeled an 
attempt to undermine the president’s 
ability to conduct foreign policy. 

In a letter drafted by Sen. Tom Cot- 
ton of Arkansas and signed by 46 of his 
Republican colleagues, the freshman 
lawmaker said Congress would con- 
sider any final product of negotiations 
between Iran and six world powers, 
including the U.S.,“a mere executive 
agreement” unless it won ratification 
in the Senate as would traditional 
treaties. 


The one-page message, addressed as 
an “Open Letter to the Leaders of the 
Islamic Republic of Iran,” reads as an 
effort to educate those who “may not 
fully understand our constitutional 
system” and notes that a new U.S. 
president could revoke a unilateral 
agreement. 

“We hope this letter enriches your 
knowledge of our constitutional sys- 
tem and promotes mutual understand- 
ing and clarity as nuclear negotiations 
progress,” the letter states. 

But it-directly contradicts the White 
House’s own view that negotiations are 
in line with a president’s traditional 
authority to conduct foreign policy, 
citing a 2013 agreement with Syria 
to dismantle its chemical weapons 


program that was not subject to a 
congressional vote. 

The White House noted that Cotton 
has previously promised to use pend- 
ing legislation that seeks to require a 
congressional vote on any Iran agree- 
ment as a means to force an end to the 
negotiations altogether. 

“When you have a letter that is 
signed by 47 senators of the same 
party being sent to the leader of 
another country, it raises I think some 
legitimate questions about the intent 
of those who signed the letter,” White 
House press secretary Josh Earnest told 
reporters. Democrats harshly criticized 
the Republican letter and warned of 
the potential consequences. 

“This is a highly inappropriate and 


unprecedented incursion into the 
president’s prerogative to conduct 
foreign affairs and is not befitting this 
chamber,” Sen. Dianne Feinstein, D- 
Calif., said in a statement. 
“Understand that if these negotia- 
tions fail, a military response to Iran 
developing their nuclear capability 
becomes more likely,” Sen. Richard J.- 
Durbin, D-IIl., said. 
“These Republican senators should 
think twice about whether their politi- 
cal stunt is worth the threat of another 
war in the Middle East.”

US immigration officials announce 2,000 arrests in 
nationwide raids 


WASHINGTON - Top immigra- 
tion officials said Monday that the 
U.S. rounded up about 2,000 people 
who had been convicted of crimes and 
are living in the country illegally, an 
announcement made in part to show 
that agents are still aggressive about 
enforcement at a time of declining 
deportations. 

The arrests came in a five-day 
national dragnet last week called 
Operation Cross Check, one in a series 
of such operations that began in 2011. 
“Public safety is directly and signifi- 
cantly improved by deporting those 

_ individuals involved in crime,” said 
Sarah Saldana, director of U.S. Immi- 
gration and Customs Enforcement. 

“By focusing on those who pose the 
greatest risk to our communities, we 


are marshaling our limited resources 
in the most responsible manner.” Some 
of the 2,059 people had convictions for 
serious crimes, including manslaugh- 
ter, robbery, rape and child pornogra- 
phy, they said. Most of those arrested 
were not convicted of violent crimes. 

Nearly all of the 912 people with 
misdemeanors were convicted of driv- 
ing while under the influence. And 476 
of the felons had been charged with 
an immigration violation, trying to 
‘enter the country illegally. None of the 
people was IE a in terrorism, the 
officials said. 

The announcement comes as the 
Obama administration has faced harsh 
criticism by conservatives for pulling 
back on immigration enforcement. In 
the most recent fiscal year, the agency 


deported about 316,000 people, the 
smallest number since Obama took 
office. 

About two-thirds of those were 
turned back from the border, and 
about 102,000 were sent out in so- 
called “interior removals,” mostly be- 
cause of criminal records. That number 
was down 23 percent from 2013. 

“The focus is on public safety and 
national security,” and quality over 
quantity, said Alejandro Mayorkas, 
deputy secretary of the Department of 
Homeland Security. 

The declining numbers have also 
become an issue in the ongoing court 
fight over Obama’s plans to give 
temporary legal protection to millions 
of immigrants, mostly parents of U.S. 
citizens who've lived here since 2010, 


without significant crimes on their 
record. 

A federal judge in Texas, ordering a 
freeze on the president’s actions, said 
the “failure of the federal government 
to secure the borders” justified the 
states’ suing to block the program. 

At the same time, Obama has been 
slammed by immigrant rights advo- 
cates who believe deportations are still 
too high. 

“They have always tried to find a 
way to thread the needle” between the 
two sides, said Chris Newman, legal 
director for the National Day Laborer 
Organizing Network, a group that has 
fought federal enforcement programs.

The first thing drivers and cyclists 
see when they cross over the San Ga- 
briel River into Long Beach on Willow 
St. is a sign that reads, sues Friendly 
City.” 

In fact, the city claims to be “the 
most bike friendly city in America.” 
While the streets are by no means per- 
fect for cyclists, the city has done a lot to 
improve safety and access for cyclists. 

“They've made a lot of progress,” cy- 
clist and bike mechanic Logan Esper- 
eti said. “There’s more bike lanes than 
there used to be.” 

Espereti, who works for the Long 
Beach-based company Pedal Move- 
ment, said he is impressed with the 
changes that the.city has made since he 
started riding eight years ago. 

Travis Keeley, a senior environmen- 
tal geography major at California State 
University, Long Beach is another avid 
cyclist. Although he said that he’s been 
involved in a number of accidents with 
cars, he agrees that Long Beach is a 

“bike friendly city.” 

He said that increasing the putaber 

of bike lanes and awareness of traf- 


fic laws will make the streets safer for 


cyclists. Under a law passed last year, 
drivers must give cyclists three feet 
space when passing. i 

“Every time I bring [the law] up, the 
[drivers] don’t even know it existed,” 
Keeley said. 

Mark Bixby, the late community or- 
ganizer, laid the groundwork for turn- 
ing Long Beach into ‘the most bike 
friendly city in America,” according to 
Graham Baben, the president of Pedal 
Movement. - 

Baben, a CSULB graduate, said that 
Bixby’s vision came to reality because 
of the efforts of cycling activists and ac- 
tions by the city. 

“The people that are out there rid- 
ing their bikes are taking that charge,” 
Baben said. 

Long Beach is home to a number of 
groups that aim to make the city more 
‘bike friendly by offering services 
to cyclists, such as valet parking and 
tune-ups, as well as advocating for safer 
streets. 

Over the last five to seven years, Long 
Beach has seen a dramatic increase in 
the number of bike lanes in the city, in- 
cluding dedicated lanes on Second St. 
and Fourth St. 

Currently the city is constructing 
new bike paths along the shoreline that 
are expected to be completed by May of 
this year, according the city’s website. 

Not all streets in Long Beach are 
equally safe. Keeley said Anaheim St. 
is one of the more risky routes to take, 
while Espereti said that Ocean St. in 
downtown is challenging to ride on. 

Keeley said that crossing under the 
freeways could be nerve-wracking. 

“There is no safe way to get through 
405 [Freeway],” Keeley said. “You have 
to be the one looking out.” 

Baben said that despite the improve- 
ments, most people still. commute by 
car. He said that, “we can’t have bike 
lanes on every street,” yet cyclists can 
learn which streets are safest. 

“As far as being the, ‘most bike 
friendly city in America goes, that re- 
mains to be seen,” Baben said. “We are 
going to live up to this statement.” 

Even if Long Beach is not the most 
bike-friendly city, the city is certainly 
rolling in the right direction. 
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documented status will be 
questioned, judged, or criti- 
cized on; Zambrano said. 

Edgar Romo, the coordina- 
tor of the Dream Success Cen- 
ter, said he agrees that there 
were obstacles along the way, 
but the impact that the center 
will have on undocumented 
students will be worth it. 

“Tt took a lot of effort to get 
students, administration, fac- 
ulty and the campus in gener- 
al to really recognize the trou- 
bles that these students face? 
Romo said. “It also took time 
to be provided with resources.

A lot has changed since all the most 
popular songs featured innocent lyrics a 
generation or two ago. 

For examples, listen to “I love the way 
you look tonight” by Frank Sinatra or “I 
want to hold your hand” by The Beatles. 
They are all about courting and comple- 
menting women. 

Songs today have taken a dramatic shift 
by becoming hypersexualized. 

For instance, popular contemporary 
rhythm and blues performer The Weeknd

A study done by the Broadcast Educa- 
tion Association in 2011 found that 91.6 
percent of sampled music videos featured 
at least one of the following signs of 
sexual objectification: “close-up shots of 
individual body parts, self touching of 
sexual body parts, ample skin exposure, 
or sexualized dancing.” 

With the increased amounts of sexual- 
ity on our radios or on our playlists, it’s 
easy to become numb to the raunchy 
lyrics and explicit images. 

Modern music just doesn’t sell as 
well unless it’s full of suggestive lyrics. 
and themes. So, if the lyrics aren’t sexy

enough, the music video will generally 


“make up for it with hypersexualized 


images. 

The shock factor that sex in music once 
had seems to have lost its effect. 

“Lyrics in hip hop and rap can be very 
degrading but people have become just 
kind of numb to it,” Spencer Craig, a third 
year business economics major, said. 

Increased sexuality in music may 
not necessarily be a bad thing, but the 
degradation of women thatcomes with it 
is harmful. 

Many popular songs focus on raunchy 
sex and being unfaithful, or else they give 
off a general impression that the female in 
the song is only there to perform sexual 
favors and is otherwise useless.

The BEA study found that objectifica- 
tion of women in music videos promotes 
the idea that women are just sexual 
objects. This study showed that the result 
of this objectification led to men having 
altered sexual beliefs and becoming less 
sympathetic to sexual abuse. 

While it may seem like men are re- 
sponsible for making the music industry 
sex-centered, women also objectify other 
women. 


The over-sexed music 
industry may sound 
good on your stereo, 
but don’t take those 
demeaning lyrics for 
granted. 


“Cultural and industry expectations 
motivate female artists to participate 
readily in their own sexual objectifica- 
tion,” according to the BEA study. 

For example, Beyonce Knowles sings, 
“Fill the tub up halfway then ride it with 
my surfboard ... Grinding on that wood 
” referring to the surfboard sex position 
in the song, “Drunk in Love,” featuring 
Jay Z. In the corresponding music video, 
Knowles is featured in a bathing suit on a 
dark beach, wet and dancing suggestively. 

Many people may take these songs and 
music videos light heartedly, or they may 
not notice the effects the hypersexual- 
ized music content has on their everyday 
behavior or thought processes. 

“Tt influences a lot of the younger 
youth because they are the ones getting 
targeted by the music,” second year com- 
munication studies major Larry Fabela 
said. “Look at the way [young people] are

dressed, how they behave... I believe music 
has a lot to do with it.” 

Even with all of the negative effects 
that hypersexualized music may have 
on young people, it’s difficult to avoid 
or pretend not to like the songs.

An open sign made of a wrinkled 
sheet of aluminum foil hung over a table 
full of shiny Hersey’s Kisses and sig- 
naled guests to enter into the Marilyn 
Werby Gallery at California State Uni- 
versity, Long Beach. 

Variations of grays and tans reflected 
through three Plexiglas boxes contain- 
ing crumbled pieces of flattened foil 
stacked into three, nearly identical, ab- 
stract structures. The wooden stands 
supporting the pieces resembled set 
flats, commonly used to reinforce play- 
house stages. 

CSULB senior Shane Aufdemberg 
premiered his collection of structural art 
inspired by theatrics in his BFA Senior 
Solo Show on Sunday. 

Influenced and informed by his past 
as a photographer, the CSULB sculpt- 
ing major said he is more interested in 
display framework and mechanisms 
rather than being inspired by someone 
or something. 

“I guess it’s not so much about the 
objects as it is how the objects are dis- 
played,” Aufdemberg said. “And the 
translation of those objects through 
light.” 

A trip to Costa Mesa’s South Coast 
Plaza is partially to blame for his exhibit, 
but Aufdemberg admitted that the rest 
of his inspiration is credited to a night of 
one too many beers. 

“There’s no meaning. I think that’s 
why I like it so much,” Aufdemberg said, 
referring to why he chose to use foil. “It’s 
a fairly empty object.” 

Spectators seemed to be drawn to 
the other three-dimensional aluminum 
piece enveloped in a colored light reflect- 
ed from the lustrous metal.

This weekend, moviegoers had the 
option of watching a live robot, a ram- 
shackle hotel full of British retirees or 
three American entrepreneurs on a busi- 
ness trip. 

Sadly, the slapstick funny-guys - 
Vince Vaughn, Dave Franco and Tom 
Wilkinson — fall out of their element 
when suiting up, making for a film that 
is easily outdone by its much more capti- 
vating trailers, 

The raunchy comedy made $5 mil- 
lion during opening weekend, resulting 
in Vaughn’s worst opening weekend to 
date, according to Time. 

Vaughn stars as St. Louis business- 
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‘man Dan Trunkman who leaves his job 
over a pay issue and sets out to work for 
himself, inviting anyone who is willing 
to join him. 

Recent retiree Tim McWinter, por- 
trayed by Wilkinson, and a young Mike 
Pancake, played by Franco, are the only 
ones who join Trunkman into entrepre- 
neurship. 

After a year of minimal success, the 
trio flies to Berlin in order to seal their 
big break with a handshake. Trunkman 
then discovers that his former boss, 
Chuck Portnoy, portrayed by Sienna 
Miller, is trying to sabotage his business. 
Que the drama and adventure. 

One of the film’s biggest flaws is a lack 
of clarity. 

Their trade involves.a metal residue 
called swarf, which are leftover scraps

Yet the film does not give explicit insight 
as to whether the group is in the market 
to purchase or sell it, how it generated 
their grassroots enterprise or anything 
else for that matter.

Although this particular collection of 
comedic actors is known for lightening 
up a room, the only thing “Unfinished 
Business” lightens is its standards. 

In one scene, Trunkman finds him- 
self in a room at a German gay bar with 
penises coming at him from every di- 
rection—no’ pun intended. Not even 
Vaughn’s in-your-face, quick-witted 
cracks could save the unbearable awk- 
wardness. 

On the flip side, Pancake’s adorable 
innocence steals nearly every scene, and

Despite the drawbacks, the film is 
not a total money pit; scenes between 
Vaughn’s character and his insecure son 
attempt. to level out the crass folly by 
brining attention to serious issues such 
as bullying.

Last chance 
for 49ers

In the fall, head coach Dan Monson called 
this year’s Long Beach State basketball team one 
of the deepest in school history - and with good

Along with all-conference point guard Mike 


‘Caffey and returning starters Tyler Lamb and 


David Samuels, LBSU’s incoming freshmen 
were considered so good that several players 
from last year’s team transferred for fear of not 
getting enough playing time. 

The 49ers also welcomed Florida Gulf. Coast 
transfer Eric McKnight, who 
was an integral part of the Ea- 
gles’ run to the Sweet Sixteen in 


2013. Execution, not 
talent, will 
carry the 49ers 
as they get set 
for title run. 


None of that potential mate- 
rialized — at least not yet. The 
Big West Tournament is the last 
chance for the 49ers’ individual 
talent to translate to on-court 
success. Really though, this is 
the only part of the: year that 


they just have to be average, or at least not out- 
right awful. Rebounding well will allow LBSU 
to get the ball to Caffey in transition and its im- 
pressive collection of outside shooters: 

Guards McKay LaSalle and Branford Jones 
are reliable outside shooters, and it will be up to 
Caffey to find them. If LBSU’s shooters can con- 
sistently make shots and pull the defense away 
from the paint, it will give Caffey enough space 
to get to score at the rim or get fouled. 

There's also the issue of playing too many 
guys. Monson, who has not 
been shy about using his bench 
during the season, will have to 
shorten his bench considerably 
when the 49ers play Hawaii. 
Monson cannot afford to leave 
a struggling player on the court 
and hope that he figures it out. 

It may seem harsh, but elimi- 
nation games are completely 
different from the regular sea- 


matters in regards to the ulti- 
mate goal: reaching the NCAA 
Tournament. 

To get there, the 49ers will have to play to 
their talent level, something they have struggled 
with all season. We know Caffey and Samuels 
are going to show up, but who else? Lately it has 
been sophomore forward Travis Hammonds, 
who Monson had penciled in as one of his start- 
ers in the offseason. 

The emergence of Hammonds, not just as a 
scoring threat, but also a defensive stopper gives 
the 49ers an element they have been missing all 
season. Hammonds’ playing time has slowly 
crept up in the last few games, and he’s a threat 
to score in the paint and from the outside. 

The bright spot of a mostly average defense 
has been the play of its wing defenders. Lamb is 
the defensive stopper in charge of guarding the 
opposing team’s best scorer. 

Caffey, Hammonds and freshman guard Justin 
Bibbins are rarely beat off the dribble and do a good 
job of keeping opposing guards out of the paint. 

One of LBSU’s biggest weaknesses has been 
its rebounding. The 49ers are the second worst 
rebounding team in the Big West, just ahead of 
UC Davis. Samuels is a consistent rebounder, 
and Lamb and Hammonds have proven to be ef- 
fective on the boards when they want to. 

The 49ers don’t have to be great on the boards, 


son. This is not the game to give 
equal playing time to every- 
body. 

For as up-and-down as the men’s season has 
been, the women’s side enjoyed a remarkable run 
of consistency due in large part to the contribu- 
tions of players who will no longer be a factor 
this season. : 

Injuries to top scorer Raven Benton and lead- 
ing-rebounder Devin Hudson will keep them for 
the rest of the year, and the 49ers haven’t adjust- 
ed well in their absence. LBSU was just 2-3 since 
Benton and Hudson went down. 

The-lack of available players for head coach 
Jody Wynn has forced her to play starters for 
longer minutes, leading to fatigue earlier in the 
game and eventually running out of gas in the 
fourth quarter. : 

Senior guards Hallie Meneses, Alex Sanchez 
and Lauren Spargo can make up for Benton’s 
offensive production, but Hudson’s injury has 
been killer in terms of clearing the boards. In 
their three losses without Hudson, the 49ers 
were outrebounded 42-28, 44-27 and 50-31. 

Fortunately for LBSU, sophomore forward 
Madison Montgomery grabbed 11 rebounds 
in the 76-66 win against CSUN on March 7. If 
Montgomery can give the 49ers enough inside 
presence, LBSU has the three-point shooting to 
beat anybody. ”
